A blaze forty feet high nnd running 


like frightened horses through the 
standing grain, was the excitement 
that turned out the population of Pu- 
ente on Monday afternoon, and over 
a hundred men fought the flames for 
three hours. The fire was in the bar- 
ley fields of John Barton on the Pu- 
ente boulevard, and over two hundred 
acres of grain, ready to be cut, was 
burned completely. By working hero 
ically the men were able to turn the 
fire from the farm buildings and resi 
dence, but there was no possibility of 
stopping the blaze until it burned it- 
self out against the gravel banks of 
the Salt Lake railroad tracks, and the 
edges of the county boulevard. 


The fire was one of the most spec- 


tacular that has occurred in years. 
The high wall of flame could be seen 
for miles across the valley, with the 
sky overhead blackened by rolling 
smoke. At the first alarm sent to the 
citizens of Puente, the men hastened 
to the scene in teams and automo- 
biles. A wagon water-tank was start- 
ed for the fire, but in the haste of the 
driver there lay disaster, and the wag- 
on broke down. 
Water 
was 
very 


scarce and had to be carried in buck- 
ets for a long distance. None of the 
fighters paid much attention to the 
fire in the grain, but confined their 
attentions to saving the buildings. 


Mr. Barton stated after the fire that 


his loss woUId^'be between $4000 and 
$5000. The fields were heavily head- 
ed in grain, and it was considered to 
be one of the finest crops that has 
'been grown in {the vicinity. It is 
thought that the fire was started 
from a cigarette thrown from the 
coach of a passing train. Every pre- 
caution is being taken along the line 
of the big ranches of that district to 
prevent another fire. The big grain 
and hay warehouses 
of tlte Lucky 


Baldwin ranches are in constant dan- 
ger from fires, and these warehouses 
are now filled to the eaves with hay.

The New Bridge. 


The new bridge now being built 


over Lexington wash on Main street 
here by the county, while not near as 
good as was promised by count.v offi- 
cials, will be better than the one 
which went down in the flood waters 
last spring. It is to be 1150 feet long, 
with two spans of 106 each for the 
water channel. The width of the road- 
'way will be 20 feet, and a C foot walk 
on the side. This crossing on the Lex- 
ington wash should have a better 
bridge than is being built. It shouH 
be wider and a more substantial struc- 
ture built of steel and cement, ','iuil 
the county permitted 
the 
highway 


through here to get in almost impas- 
sible condition and the storm water 
took out the bridge, there was proba- 
bly more travel over this road than 
any other county highway, and this 
travel will be resumed as soon n« the 
bridge and the good road work is 
fin- 


ished. -•- K! Monto Cazette. 


Articles of incorporation have been 


received, and a company formed to 
be known as the Hepner Water Com- 
pany, as the result of the sinking of 
a successful well on property about 
300 feet east of the south end of Cit- 
rus avenue, where a flow of forty Cal- 
ifornia miner's inches is being re- 
ceived. 
The work of putting down 


this well was initiated by F. L. Hep- 
ner and others, and it will irrigate 30 
acres of the territory in the old or- 
ange belt, known as the southeastern 
end of the Phillips tract, and 90 acres 
of land in the E. .1. "Lucky" Baldwin 
ranch, which is now all set out to 
young orange trees. 


The Hepner well was put down to 


the depth of 408 feet, and was made 
in a fourteen-inch case. The water 
now stands at 136 feet from the sur- 
face. A Pomona deep-well pump has 
been installed, being the number 28 
size, and the pump is driven by a 
Fairbanks-Morse engine of distillate 
fuel. 
Two 
miles ot pipe-line have 


been laid that, will carry the water 
from this new water source, and the 
success of this well means a large 
addition to the orange territory in 
this part of the Covina valley. 


The Hepner Water Company has as 


president, F. L. Hepner. with George 
Alney as secretary, and the directors 
are F. T. Parker, J. Q. Hepner, and 
F. L. Hepner: Mr. Hepner, in speak- 
ing,, of the Ssucce's8 !of the w.ell tbjs- 
week, said that he believed the well 
to be worth a great deal more in ac- 
tual value than the cost of installa- 
tion, which was $6500. It will water 
a large acreage of land that does not 
come under the gravity flow from the 
San Gabriel canyon, and the well is 
only another example of the fact that 
the entire Covina valley lies over a 
gravel. The water supply in this dis- 
trict where the Hepner well is situ- 
ated, is practically unlimited. The 
rowth of the orange district on the 
south and east of Covina, since it was 
discovered that successful wells may 
be 'put down, has been truly remark- 
able. The gentlemen comprising the 
new company are old ranchers of the 
valley, well educated in the orange 
industry.

Stout suited that he generally bought 
all his hay and other supplies in the 
locality where the work is being done. 
This contractor is the one who put 
down the famous asphalt streets of 
Santa Monica, which was the largest 
area of asphalt streets ever put down 
at one time in the United States. 


Tendency to Hold Summer Fruits at 


Tourist Prices Works Hardship 


orr Poorer Classes. 


The fruit season in the Covina val- 


ley is just about four weeks later than 
usual. 
Peaches, 
apricots, Japanese 


plums, 
apples, 
and 
other 
summer 


fruits are very plenty, but the prices 
hang up a little higher than was the 
case last year, although the retailers 
give notice that fruit for canning will 
be about the same price when the 
whole season is taken into considera- 
tion. The high price of California 
fruits has caused a good deal of dis- 
cussion among consumers, as it is a 
well known fact that the 
eastern 


states are enjoying the greatest plen- 
ty and the lowest prices in fruits 
that have prevailed for many years. 


A backward season in California 


generally keeps the price of fruit up, 
but there are many who contend that 
the prices should not remain as high, 
especially 
in 
the 
fruit-raising dis- 


tricts, and the declaration is freely 
made that Los Angeles jobbers are 
dictating to the outside dealers, even 
as they dictate in relation to the 
prices of all foodstuffs. 


That the residents of the Covina 


valley should suffer in high prices for 
fruits and vegetables that are grow- 
ing all around them, seems to point 
to something being radically wrong, 
but the rancher is always glad to get 
as high a price as possible for his 
fruit, -and the dealers in Covina are 
obliged to place their prices accord- 
ingly. ^Peachea and plums have been 
3?.jgiieJ»' ttmiii i there seems to be any 
reason for,^Inasmuch as this fruit is 
very plenty. Apples are in the market 
for ten cents the pound, a price that 
is almost unknown in the eastern 
states, unless attached to the very 
finest fruit stand 
fruits. 
Common, 


poor quality apples are selling in Co- 
vina for this price. While peaches are 
selling in the eastern markets in half- 
bushel baskets for less than Covina 
people can buy two dozen, the mar- 
kets of California are advocating the 
use of fruit instead of heavy food dur- 
ing the hot months. The first weeks 
of the fruit season in this vicinity 
have been accompanied by such high 
prices that the people of moderate 
means have been deprived of the 
abundance which is growing around 
them.

You Can't Wholly Eliminate the Girl. 


A landscape, painted without a hint of the presence of human 


beings in it, is a flat thing, before which the lover of pictures does not 
long pause. If it contains a line of fence, or the indications of the 
presence of human beings who have departed, or best of all, the figure 
of a human being somewhere in the scene, it becomes interesting, and 
this is the whole secret of interest as it binds us together in the world. 
This thought may be applied without stretching the point, to many 
utilitarian things in which we deal, and the automatic telephone is 
something that is much like a landscape without the human touch. 


George D. Montgomery, a special agent of the old "Sunset" tele- 


phone system, who is responsible for all the negotiations in Covina 
which resulted in the taking over of the Sunset long distance work 
by the Tome Telephone Company, was speaking to the Argus editor 
this week about the changes in which the Sunset company is eon- 
tf-mplating. among them being the automatic system of hastening con- 
nections over the trunk lines. This innovation is not yet ready, but 
it can be understood when you t h i n k of an office adding machine 
being placed at the girl's elbow, which, when she receives a call which 
must be switched to another switchboard, simply punches in the num- 
ber on the machine at her side, and the number appears in front of a 
girl on a switchboard several miles away. This is in order to bring 
down the delay to the minimum, which is about three seconds on each 
call. 


But the point that sticks out strongly is that this automatic system 


does not eliminate the human element—the girl is there, and she 
answers you. The telephone which will not give Tip any answer to 
tell whether the subscriber is at home or the machine is out of order, 
is a matter of vaxation. and leaves the person calling in doubt. That 
has been one of the arguments against automatic telephones, and it 
is a good one. 
There is such a thing as "sentiment in business."

chloride.

gation demands consideration. 
It has been found that when 


sodium chloride is present in the reaction of sulphuric acid 


on a cyanide in the production of hydrocyanic acid gas that 
this chloride salt produces a secondary reaction which libe- 
rates an acid called hydrochloric acid; that this liberated 
hydrochloric acid immediately attacks the liberated hydrocyanic 
acid gas and decomposes it to a great extent.

Returning to the high grade sodium 
cyanide, it was found thatthis as wellasthehighgradepotassiuni 
cyanide, contained only a fraction of a per cent of sodium 
chloride. 
It generally can be held as a safe consideration 


that a cyanide approaching chemical purity will contain not 
more than a trace of sodium chloride and that such a cyanide 
generally can be safely used, even though the degree of cyan- 
ide purity is atone known.

Black-Eyed Beans Cover 


Fifteen Hundred Acres. 


Black-eyed beans have invaded the 


West Covina country. 
Where former- 


ly there were many acres of alfalfa, 
corn and potatoes between the rows of 
the walnut groves, there are now long 
stretches of this cheap bean, a favor- 
ite dish with the simple people of the 
south of United States and the peons 
of Mexico. In the fifth subdivision of 
the E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin rancho, 
opened up six years ago, where there 
are now over five thousand acres of 
walnuts just coming into bearing, 
these beans have been planted as an 
intermediate crop, and the Introduc- 
tion of this crop bids fair to revolu- 
tionize the farming in this district. 


It was J. W. Larmer, a walnut 


rancher who is farming 100 acres in 
the West Covina district, who first 
tried the black-eyed bean in a five- 


actual acreage of the beans was some- 
thing over 1500 acres. 


While this was wholly a new ven- 


ture, the success of Mr. Larmer in the 
year previous made the planting not 
wholly a blind gamble. And to make 
the venture surer, the commission 
a^ent of the Newmark Grain Company 
of Los Angeles came into the terri- 
tory and contracted in advance for 
the greater portion of the yield at 
$4.30 per one hundred weight. This 
was considered a very fair price. At 
the present time of writing, however, 
the black-eyed bean is worth eight 
cents per pound in the market, but 
this is considered very temporary and 
fluctuating, as the season of threshing 
the grain will begin soon, and the 
beans will immediately lower in price 
about one-half. Some of the ranchers, 


ericans have learned to like the bean, 
and claim that it is as good as the 
lima, or the pea bean used for bak- 
ing. 
The black-eyed beaji is shipped 


to the southern 
staves, where* the 


negroes and poor people are glad to 
get it as cheap food. Large amounts 
are raised in Mexico, and because of 
the Mexican revolution, it is said that 
the bean crop in that country will be 
short for some time. 


The crop has many things to com- 


mend it to the walnut rancher. 
It costs 


very little in labor, as two irrigations 
will raise it. the season of its grow- 
ing being from May to August. Xenrly 
all the crop in West Covina is ripen- 
ing at the present time, while some 
of the acreage is already piled in 
windrows, waiting the coming of the 
threshing 
machine. 
The 
crop 
is 


threshed just as wheat is handled. 
There is no exact, method of telling 
the yield in the West Covina country 
as yet, but it is freely predicted that 
the returns will be much in favor of 


the beans as related to alfalfa, and 
much better in every way than corn 
and kindred crops. 


Arrangements are being made a 


Pncnte for the supplying of sacks for 
the _crop and the product will be ship- 
ped through the Puente warehouse. 
It is expected that a much larger 
acreage will be planted next year, al- 
though the output will depend largely 
on the bids of the commission agents 
before planting. Old bean growers of 
Ventura county say that the West Co- 
vina walnut ranchers have hit upon 
one of the best intermediate crops 
they can plant. An abundance of wa- 
ter and splendid soil in this territory 
is bringing the district very rapidly 
to the front in Los Angeles county 
farming.

the black-eyed bean would do, and

acres last year. The yield was so 
promising that he took the seventy- 
two sacks which he got from the five 
acres, and introduced the proposition 
to every rancher who would listen to 
him in that section. It was necessary 
to get a large acreage planted out, as 
one rancher could not raise enough 
to warrant the coming of threshing 
machinery into the district. 
Larmer 


sold his seed to many walnut ranch-' 
ers. S. L. Watts planted out all the 
available ground between the trees of 
fifty acres. Mr. Norton and Mr. Rob- 
bins, both large land holders also put 
in 100 acres as a joint venture, and 
Reynolds & Hudson formed a partner- 
ship at Puente and put in 200 acres. 
Others who planted were the Hurst 
brothers and B. F. Maxson, until the 
acreage planted was brought up to an 
amount which would warrant the at- 
tention of commission buyers. Wal- 
nut orchards numbering 2000 acres 
were planted, which means that the 


| including J. W. Larmer, have not con- 
| traded for their entire crop for $4.30, 
• but have withheld a portion, and there 


axe contracts already signed at $4.50. 


The significance of the bean plant- 


ing is that it will yield 'more and 
quicker profits than a season of al- 
falfa, and the crop will get along 
finely on much less water. The water 
in this district is very abundant, but 
the price of one dollar an hour for 
the running of this water cuts in quite 
Considerably on the profits on alfalfa, 
as this crop should be flooded twice 
each month. 
The ranchers have all 


been making good profits on alfalfa, 
however, and have been satisfied. The 
demand for alfalfa has kept the price 
up to a fair point, and all the crop 
that can be raised is consumed im- 
mediately in Los Angeles county. 
In 


fact a large amount is shipped in 
from other points, such as the Imper- 
ial valley. 


\Vhile the black-eyed bean is gen- 


erally a cheap commodity on the mar- 
ket, it is in groat demand among the 
poorer class of people. The bean is 
known to have a "strong" flavor, and 
is pasty when cooked, and for this 
reason, the American people have not 
yet acquired a taste for it. Some Am- 


High Grade Is. Best. 


From Farmers' Bulletin No. 30, a 


very timely hint is given to ranchers 
regarding the futility of buying cheap 
fertilizers. Read this: 


For every reason that may .be as- 


signed for using fertilizers at all, there 
are always two reasons for using high- 
grade fertilizers, and the first is the 
saving in cost. 


From the moment the raw materials 


leave; the mine, slaughterhouse, 
or 


garbage dump until they are In the 
soil the cost of handling is one of the 
heaviest items the farmer eventually 
lias to meet. Such expenses are the 
same for a ton of fertilizer containing 
1 per cent of plant food as for a ton 
of fertilizer containing 2 or more per 
cent. The average freight bill alone 
on fertilizers shipped into this state is 
over $2. This and a number of like 
bills could, of course, be cut in two by 
purchasing fertilizers containing dou- 
ble the amount of actual plant, food. 
The cost of hauling fertilizers 
from 


warehouses, cars, or boats to the farm 
is an item worth considering if only 
for wear and tear on horses and wag- 
ons.

The Walnut Blight. 


Last week the Santa Ana Blade had 


an editorial congratulating the walnut 
growers on the discovery of a simple 
remedy for the walnut, blight, if it 
proved to be a success. The alleged 
discovery was made by Stephen Ruth- 
erford, a well known walnut grower of 
Santa Barbara, and was submitted to 
F. E. Kellogg, secretary of the Wal- 
nut Growers' Association, who pro- 
nounced it a success. There arc three 
formulas, all of them 
very 
cheap. 


One is a weak solution of bicarbonate 
of soda, dissolved in the proportion of 
a teaspoonful of the soda to a teacup- 
ful of water. Another is a Solution of 
salt dissolved in the same proportions, 
and the third is simple sea water. 
Any one of these applied a.s a spray 
will stop the fungus growth and allow 
the nuts to mature. 


W i t h i n a day or two there appeared 


an article in the same paper, signed 
by 
1C. E. Allen, h t a i i n g in effect that 


h«' had tried all these remedies sever- 
al years ago w i t h l i t t l e , it' any, bene- 
ficial effect. The Itonleaux mixture or 
sulphate of copper sprayed on 
the 


trees, when the bacteria, which cause 
the trouble, are active, w i l l kill all 
those t h a t arc o u t ; bur they live in 
l i t t l e pnckei* aloiiK the eiiinbian layer 
of the 
bark, intrenched against 
all 


mixtures-;, except as they came out. 
If 


this spray be applied three times a 
year for two or three years, trees 
which would otherwise be worthless 
from the blight will become produc- 
tive.—Orange Post.
